ae Story of the Seismic Disturbance 


—— 


of 1663 as Told by a Writer of That 
Time. Vie With’ the Modern Metro- 
politan Reperter’s Work — Tremors 
Lasted From February to August 
—No Lives Were Lost. 


The more ur less severe but not de- 
structive earthquakes that have Visit- 
ed Eastern Canada are all associated 
more or less directly with the “Great 
Champlain anw&, St. Lawrence fault,” 
running from the guilt up the river to 
Quebec and then curving southwester-. 
bd to Lake Champiain, says Dr. Otto 

slotz in a report to the Dominion 
Government. Uf these the quakes of 
1663, 1:91, 1o64, anu 1870 Are the most 
noted. The first one has gained a cer- 
tain celebrity trom its exaggerated de- 
scription. . This earthquake, which 
lasted about six months, occurred 
curing tue french vccupation. we 
may regard the record of this as the 
beginning of our literature on seisma 
logy, ana hence give it a place here, 
altnough its scierciuc vaiue is retner 
¢ireumscribed. 

From a manuscript in the Jesuite’ 
College at Quebec the editor of 
“Hocnelaga Depicta”’ tuok the tollow- 
ing account of tnis quake: 

“On the 5th of February, 1663, about 
half-past five in tne evening a great 
rushing noise was heard throughout 
the wuole extent of Canada. ‘This 
noise™caused tne people to run out 
of their houses into tue streets, as if 
their habitations had been on fire; 
but instead of flames or smoke, they 
were surprised to see the walls reel- 
ing backwards and iorwards, and the 
stones moving, as if they were de- 
tached ‘from each other. The belis 
sounded by the repeated shocks. The 
roofs of the buildings bent down, first 
on one side and tnen on the otner. 
The timbers, rafters and planks crack. 
ed. The earth trembled violently, and 
caused the stakes of the palisades 
and palings to dance in a manner 
tuat would have been incredible had 
we not actually seen it in many 
places. It was at this moment every 
one ran out of doors. ‘here were to 
be seen animals flying in every direc- 
tion, children crying and screaming 
in Uhe streets; and women seized witn 
affright. stood horror-struck with tne 
dreadful scene betore tuem, unable to 
move, and ignorant where to fly for 
refuge trom the tottering walls and 
trembling earth, which threatened 
every instant to crush them to death, 
or to sink them into a profound and 
unmeasurable abyss. Some threw 
themselves on their knees in the snow, 
crossing their breasts and calling on 
their saints to relieve them from tne 
dangers with which they were sur- 
rounded, Others passed the rest of 
this dreadful night in prayer, tor the 
eatthquuake ceased net, but continued 
at short intervals, with a certain un- 
dulating impuise, resenrbling the 
waves of the ocean, anu the some 
quaimisn sensations, or sickness of 
tue stomach, was felt during the 
shocks as is experienced on a vessel 
at sea. The violence of tne 
earthquake was greatest in the for- 
este, wiere it appeared as if there was 
a battle raging between the trees; 
for not only tueir branches were de- 
stroyed, but even their trunks are said 
to nave been detacned from their 
places and dashed against each other 
With inconceivable vio:ence and con- 
fusion, 60 much so that the Indians 
in their figurative manner uf speak- 
ing, declared that all the forests were 
drunk. The war also seemed two be 
carried on between the mountains, 
some of which were torn from their 
beds and thrown upon otners, leaving 
immense chasms in the places ‘from 
whence they had issued, and the very 
trees with which they were covered. 
sunk down, leaving only their wps 
above the surface o1 the earth; others 
were’ completely overturned, their 
branches buried in the earth and the 
roots only remained above ground, 
During this general wreck of nature 
the ice, upwards of six feet thick, was 
rent and thrown up in large pieces, 
and from the openiugs in many parts, 
there issued thick clouds of smoke, or 
fountains of dirt and mud, which 
spurted up to a very considerable 
height. The springs were either cliok- 
ed up or impregnated with sulphur— 
many rivers were totally lost, others 
were diverted trom tneir course and 
their waters were entirely corrupted, 
Some of them became yellow, viners 
red, and the great river of St, Law- 
rence appearea entirely white as far 
down as ‘adousac. ‘nis extraordin- 
ary phenomenon must astonish those 
who know the size of the river, and 
the immense body of water in various 
parts, which must have required such 
an abundance of matter to whiten it. 

In several piaces, as towards the 
mountain behind Quebec, the thun- 
dering noise and trembling motion 
continued successively for a consider- 
able time. In otners, as towards Ta- 
dousac, the shock continued genera!) 
for two or three days at a time with 
much violence. As iar as it has come 
to our knowledge, this earthquake ex- 
tended more than 600 miles in length 
and about 300 in breadth. Hence, 
180,000 square miles of land were con- 
vulsed in the same‘day at the same 
moment. 

“The circumstance, which appears 
the most remarkable of all, regards 
the extraordinary protection of Divine 
Providence which has been extended 
to us and our habitations, for we 
have seen near us the large openings 
and chasms which the earthquakes 
oceasioned, and the prodigious extent 
of country which has either been 
totally lost or hideously convulsed, 
without our losing either man, woman 
or child, or even having a hair of 
their heads touched.” 

We might add another circumstance, 
and that is, that the narrators of the 
above anticipated the sensationalism 
of our “yellow” journals by two and a 
half centuries.

“ine expansion of South Africa is | 


largely. the work of the missionaries. 
In Bechuanaland the northern route 
was for a long time kept open solely 
by their influence. Some of the ear- 


liest roads were known as ‘‘Mission-’ 


ary’ Roads,” and many place-names 
preserve the memory of individuals. 

Indirectly the missionaries actount 
for the Transvaal and Orange River 
Provinces, our latest acquisitions 
For though we had to pay $1,000,000,- 
000 for the war of conquest, in con- 
trast to the inexpensiveness of mis- 
sionary labor, it was nevertheless to 
the latter that the great Boer Trek of 
1836 was due, which resulted in the 
founding of the republics. For had 
not Dr. Philip been so doughty a 
champion of the natives, and so trust- 
ed an adviser of the Government, the 
Boers would never have moved out. 

Of the great achievements of Liv- 
ingstone it is unnecessary to speak; 
but we must not forget that they 
opened the country to successive in- 
cursions of Englishmen, and that 
John Mackenzie, the missionary, was 
one of the first to follow him. It was 
Mackenzie who saved the native statea 
from extinction by the Boers, and, 
as Deputy Commissioner of Bechuan- 
aland helped to found that province. 
lt has been' said that if his advice 
head been taken the Boer War would 
have been averted. And a high auth- 
ority has added that if the missionar- 
ies of Christ .hgd preceded those of 
Empire the wholeé of the nine Kaffir 
wars might aiso have been saved.—- 

The Moffat Treaty of 1888 with the 
Matabeles laid the foundation of Rho- 
desia for Britain. Yet that-treaty was 
| tne work of a missionary, the Rev. 
J. 8S. Moffat, son of the famous Dr. 
Moffat. 

Basutoland, the Switzerland of 
South Africa, we owe to a French mis- 
sionary, Coillard of the Zambesi. Mo- 
shesh, the able Basuto chief, govern- 
ed with a Cabinet of French mission- 
aries After inflicting a severe de- 
feat on Britain’s forces in 1852, he 
wrote to their commander a letter 
in which he offered peace, saying, “I 
dm ashamed of what happened yes- 
terday. Let it be forgotten. Oh, my 
master, I am still your man. | am 
still ‘the child of the Queen.” After 
such a politic and Christian epistle 
it is not surprising to find that in 
due course Basutoland was received 
under our protection on the miost fav- 
orable terms. The Basutos are said 
by Bryce to have made greater pro- 
gress in civilization than any other 


a a te 


Kaffir race. Their imports in 1903 
were over $1,500,000. 
Barotseland, also now known as 


Northwest Rhodesia, is due to French 
missionaries. Though it is as big as 
ibe Germen empire it did not cost 

reat Britain a single lite: OCoiliard 
advised Lewanika, the king, to put 
himself under the protection of some 
European nation, and with great dis- 
interestedness recommended the Brit- 
ish. Convinced by past experience of 
the good judgment of the missionary, 
Lewanika agreed, and in consequence 
his country became a British Frotec- 
torate in 1890. 

Northeast Rhodesia, again, we owe 
to Stewart of Lovedale. By his ex- 
ploration of the Shire “country, he 
supplied Lord Salisbury with the in- 
formation on which he formed the 
British Central Africa Protectorate. 
By the founding of Livingstonia he 
did much more still to establish our 
authority there. And as it was we 
werc only just in time to anticipate 
the great partition of the continent, 
and to resist the Portuguese claim 
to the Nyassa region as well. As Cecil 
Rhodes once said, ‘We owe all Rho- 
desia to you Scotch missionaries.”” Or 
as Stead more dramatically put it, 
“The frontier has advanced on thy 
stepping-stones of missionary graves.” 


Lord Avebury’s Pet Wasp. 


The wasp is becoming a nuisance, 
and there are few who would choose 
a wasp as a companion. But Lord 
Avebury, who was Sir John Lubbock 
ig among the few. Some years ago, he 
captured a wasp in the Pyrenees and 
he kept her for nine months. “I had 
no difficulty.”’ he writes, ‘tin indue- 
ing her to feed on my hand; but at 
first she was shy and nervous. She 
kept her sting in constant readiness, 
and once or twice in the train, when 
the railway officials came for tickets 
and I was compelled to hurry her 
back into her bottle, she stung me 
slightly. I think, however, entirely 
from fright. Gradually she became 
quite used to me, and when I took 
her on my hand apparently expected 
to be fed. She even allowed me tu 
stroke her without any appearance of 
fear, and for some months I never 
saw her sting.”’ The wasp ultimately 
succumbed to the rigor of an English 
February, ‘“‘and she now occupies, a 
place in the British Museum.”’—Lon- 
don Daily Chronicle.

Bedford Place ts a Typical Example 
of the Haunts of the Catchpenny 
Actors Who Ranee From Acrobats 
to Tragedians—Some Perform for 
Charity and Excellent Talent Is 
to Be Seen for a Penny. 


In the dwytime Bedford Place, Lon- 
don, the home’ of the  well-todo 
visitors in the city, has little to re- 
commend jt besides ‘ts floating popu- 
lation, and they usually float early 
to the Abbey, St. Paul’s rnd the Na- 
tional Gallery. After nightfall, how- 
ever, excellent entertainment of the 
continuous variety order ‘s provided. 

The performance begins immediate- 
ly after dinner, when the strangers 
are starting to the theatres and maids 
in al! conditions of slatternl'ness 
rush madly to the square to pick up 
taxicabs and ride back in them with 
the air of my lady on her way to @ 
drawing-room. 

The big show bee'ns with the magi- 
eal irruption of all sorts of wander- 
ing minstels, says a recent writer 
Magie must teal! work in this nlain, 
matter-of-fact region; you might be 
scanning the unper and lower ends 
of this place and reporting, like sister 
Anne, that you saw_ nothing, wher 
lo! in front of your very door, to right 
and left of you, spring it'nerant musi- 
cians, acrobats, opera singers, actor¢ 
—it is as if the stony pavement had 
yawned and yielded them up for 
your diversion. 

Beneath the open windows of the 
boarding houses, “‘board residences,’” 
hotels, apartments. the strange enter- 
tainment is now in full swing. We 
have brought out uncomfortable, 
backless stools and sit down with 
the firm determination to be amused 
at as small an expenditure of pennies 
as possible. Our particular villain 
is a violinist who plays an “Ave 
Maria” as well as it can be played 
on four strings.

noises fills it from end to end.

and gentlemen, is the closing act of 
‘The Only Way,’ from the famous 
novel by Charles Dickens, ‘The Tale 
of Two Cities.” I will, with your 
kind permission, represent ‘Sydney 
Carton.” : 

This was perfunctory politeness, 
for without anybody’s permission the 
shabby Thespian strode into the 
middle of the street, dashed his hat 
onto the pavement and launched into 
the tragedy.

BROKEN RAILS. 


| Many Causes For These Promoters of 
| Railrocd Wrecks. 

Among all the causes of railroad ac- 
cidents in the United States none ie 
| mentioned with greater frequency than 
the broken rail. 
| Many causes are assigned. and, 
doubtless. many sre contributory. Av 
| excess of phosphorus not easily elimi- 
‘mated by the Bessemer process by 
‘which nearly all American rails are 
|made has been most commonly 
blamed, but some of the best mechan- 
| ical engineers now regard this cause 
/as unimportant. Improper shape and 

a lack of pressure in rolling modern 
| heavy rails proportionate to that which 
| was available for the lighter rails of 
| the past are more important faults. 
| An excess of carbon is unother. 
| Faults of shape usually consist in 
| undue thinness of the web or shank of 

the rail and thinness of the base. The 

disproportion between these parts and 
| the head of the rail tends to a lack of 
| uniformity in texture after cooling. 
Most important of all causes of 
| broken rails is the strain imposed by 
'the great weight and high speed of 

modern trains. Mechanical engineers 
| believe that with the present style of 

rail the limit of sefety is reached at 
}an axle load of 45,000 pounds, yet 
many trains considerably exceed that 
figure. 

Two or three years ago steps were 
taken by various associations to have 
| adopted specifications for a standard 
| pail heavier in the web and the base 

than those in use; and these specitica 

tions were approved by leading engi 
neers.—Harper’s Weekly. 


English In Austria’s Army. 

A letter from Budapest in a Vienna 
paper says that “another language has 
been added to the many already in use 
in the Austrian army. This one, how- 
ever, is one which the mun in search 
of linguistic data would not look for— 
English.” He writes further that the 
rank and file of the Sixty-sixth regi- 
ment of infantry, stationed at Kar 
schau, have voted in favor of Englist 

as the language to be employed in the 
regimental schools. The reason for 
| this is found in the fact that the regi- 
ment is made up of recruits from the 
Karschau district. From there men 
and women in great numbers went tc 
America. Many of them and their 
descendants returned to the old home, 
bringing the English language witb 
them. Consequently the children em- 
ploy English as mucb as they do their 
Bative tungue. 


A Savings Bank Library. 

The following scheme is about to be 
set on foot in Brussels for the diffu- 
sion of enlightening literature.’ A cen- 
tral library consisting at the outset of 

' 10,000 choice volumes is to be created 
there, and any inhabitant of any part 
of Belgium owning a savings bank 
book will be entitled to borrow from 
it and receive by post any book for a 
period of a fortnight on checking a 
penny off his savings bank book at the 

| postoffice, his money at the bank serv- 
ing as a guarantee fur payment for 
| books not ‘returned. As there are 
| about 1.500 postoffices in Belgium, this 
will amount to the creation of a cireu- 
lating library with 1,500 branches, 
whose risks wil! be more than covered 
by the deposits in the savings banks. 
—~Londoa Standard.
